The Council for 
National Policy guarantees room reservations and the head count for all meal functions.

9. This will help us predict the number of rooms and meals we will need to guarantee. 
In making reservations, please remember that only members of the Board of Governors 
and their spouses may attend Board meetings. Others may attend only with special 
permission of the Executive Committee.
